SHORTHORNS 


Most Numerous Beef Breed in World 


Not many people in the United States know that the most numerous breed of 
beef cattle in the world is Shorthorns. And a generation that has grown up in the 
knowledge that Shorthorns rank third among the beef breeds in this country are 
always surprised to learn that in Argentina, where Shorthorns account for 75% of 
all beef and where beef is the country’s major industry, that beef cattle are general- 
ly acknowledged by authorities to be better than anywhere else in the world, ac- 
cording to officials of the American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association. 


The reason that Shorthorns predominate in world numbers is that they have 
such great adaptability to all conditions, they assert. 


Many people not familiar with the Shorthorn think of him as a breed most 
indigenous to Cornbelt pastures. It is true he thrives in an abundance of good 
grass, but on the other hand he is adaptable everywhere. As an example, the 
Shorthorn is as much at home in the western range country as any other breed, 


and it is probable he does a more efficient job of converting hard-to-get grass into 
beef. 


Most of the big cowherds of the West can trace their beginning as efficient 
beef cattle to Shorthorn blood. Many an honest cowman today, will admit that he 
would like to get more of that blood back into his,.cows, and some of them are going 
ahead to do it. 


An old myth persists, that the Shorthorn is not a good forager because he does 
not travel and climb as well as other breeds. Investigation of performance of 
Shorthorns as foragers has shown that they are really top performers in this 
department—whether in Florida or Montana. Under any any all conditions— 
whether the boiling heat of the south or southwest or the terrible cold of the 
Montana plains, whether on the rolling meadows of the midwest or the steep in- 
clines of Rocky Mountain slopes, the Shorthorn can travel and climb with the best. 


It is said that the Shorthorn female with her heavier udder and increased 
milk output cannot get around the range. It has been found, however, that the 
Shorthorn cow, always the adaptable creature, adjusts her milk supply to these 
conditions. Proof of this can be seen in travel through the West where straightbred 
Shorthorns are being produced in even greater number. At the same time she will 
still give more milk! 


The Shorthorn is most popular in Montana where the winters are especially 
rough. There, his proportional strength has remained greater than in other Western 
states. Investigation there has revealed that his popularity is in large measure due 
to short pasture seasons—in other words’ he is the beast that can make the 
greatest amount of beef in less time. At the same time, Montana is the west’s top 
producer of Shorthorn straightbred feeder cattle that are so popular with Cornbelt 
feeders and are top sellers by considerable margins at feeder shows in. Billings and 
Chicago. 


Alex Cross of Douglas, Wyoming tells of almost incredible Shorthorn perfor- 
mance in long survival of winter in the high plateaus of Wyoming. Waldo E. 
Forbes, Sheridan, Wyoming who had an outstanding carload of crossbred steers ai 
the 1952 Denver National Western Stock Show, was particularly enthusiastic in 
telling what Shorthorn vigor will do for calves. He explained that crossbred 
Shorthorns out of black cows would weather the winds to get grass while their 
mothers huddle together near the trees. The Carnahans of Colorado 7,000 feet up, 
have a cowherd that never has seen the inside of a barn or shelter. In extreme 
weather the cows stay in a tree area about one-fourth mile from the barn. Under 
these conditions the Carnahan cows live to ripe old ages and have calves every 
year. The herd averages from year to year between 90% and 95% calf crop raised.
